major at Sacramento State

New York University’s Bra- 
zilian Institute and spent her 
junior year at the University 
of Sao Paulo, She and eleven 
other students from all over

the United States left from 
New York in July, 1960. 

“We were originally head- 
ed for a university in an- 
other Brazilian city, but a 
student strike there changed 
our destination to Sao 
Paulo,” she said. “We arriv- 
ed only to find the strike had 
spread there too.” 


“Because of the 
change in cities we 
place to stay. At one time 
there were 10 of us in an 
apartment which was with- 
out water for four days.”

When classes finally start- 
ed at the University’s Col- 
lege of arts and Sciences, 
they were in Brazilian hist- 
ory, art, economics and lit- 
erature. She also took cours- 
es in Portuguese and one in 
Latin American affairs at 
the University proper 


“Student social life 
have at SSC is 
known in a Brazilian Uni- 
versity,” she explained. 
“While the student is expect- 
ed to do much more studying 
on his own than the average 
American student, I don’t be- 
lieve their course of study is 
more difficult than ours. 

Library Not Adequate 

“I missed pleasant  sur- 
roundings in which to study 
and relax and adequate li- 
brary facilities,” she contin- 
ued, “It often happened that 
there was only one copy of 
a certain book in town avail- 
able to an entire class writ- 
ing A paper on the same sub- 
ject!” 

Sometimes Linda 
herself embarrassed by the 
present relations between 
North and South America. 
“The Brazilian students were, 
on the whole, kind and help- 
ful and we were never ac- 
tually abused because of be- 
ing from the United States. 
But at tmes— particularly 
during the Cuban difficulty 
— it was a little disconcerting 
te find ‘Viva Fidel’ and 
‘Yankee Imperialists Get Out’ 
ecrawled on the University 
walls,” she said. 

Linda Spent most of her 
free time traveling through- 
out South America in travel-

study classes or with friends. 


“In December, two of us 
went to Buenos Aires by 
third-class Argentine gov- 


ernment-owned boat. I'll nev- 
er forget the year I was sea- 
sick on Christmas!" she said, 
“We had to make a deadline 
getting back to Brazil, but 
we missed the only boat. All 
planes were booked ahead for 
a month so we came back to 
Brazil—with three suitcases, 
about fifty books and a stuffed 


armadillo—by every means 
short of mule-back.” 
Saw Gauchos 

“We endured the hard 

wooden benches of an old 

train clear across Uruguay, 

but it was worth it just to 


be able to look out the wind- 
ows and see real gauchos 
galloping by. Everybody in 
the train drank mate tea out 


of gourds. We wished we had 
some too, not having eaten 
for two days!” 

“Then we went by bus 
over mud roads,” she ex- 
plained. “At one hotel in a 
little border town, we were 


so exhausted we thought we 
could sleep anywhere, but the 
fleas proved us wrong.” 
“Contrary to the beliefs of 
many people, Brazil is not all 
hot and damp. Soa Paulo’s 
seasons are exactly opposite 
from ours (their summer, our 
winter) and at times it was 
so cold that I studied under 
the shower; it was the only 
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In Brazil 


place to keep warm because 
Brazilian homes, as a rule, 
have no heating,” Linda said. 

“The North coast, however, 
is hot and tropical. In my ho- 
tel in the near-the-equator 
city of Recipe (which dates 
from the 16th century) I 
slept in a room with with 
five lizards, while an alliga- 
tor swam in a little pool out- 
side my wndow.” 

Cities Very modern 


“Some Brazilian cities— 
Rio -de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo especially—-are very 


modern and cosmopolitan,” 
she stated. ‘The women fol- 
low French and Italian styl- 
es to the letter. Cultural 
events are vary well-attend- 
ed and many of the people 
are bi- or tri-lingual. Mod- 
ern Brazilian art is justly 
world-famous.” 

On her way back to the 
States, Linda stopped in Peru 
and visited some Indian ruins 
outside Lima. 


“After walking to what 
seemed the end of the world 
—a pre-Inca hilltop ruin 
miles from anything — who 
should be there but a couple 
in a °59 Chevy’ convertible 
with a California license 
plate!” she explained. 

Before coming home in 
June, Linda also went to 
Columbia and Mexico where 
she visited with a family 
with whom she had lived as
